In particular as of claims 3 1 and 45, the prior art 
of record fails to disclose among other features a method for controlling an inserting apparatus 
over a range of master cycle speeds comprising the step of causing an actuated device to begin 
activation when a new master cycle reaches or exceeds the calculated first cyclical position.
